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CAR STRIKE IN 
CHICAGO MAKES 
THOUSANDS WALK 


Surface and “‘L” Lines Tied 
Up and Steam Cars and 
Automobiles Are Unable 
to Care for Traffic—Busi- 
ness Men Prepare to Sleep 
in Their Offices. 

14,000 MEN OUT; WERE 

REFUSED MORE WAGES 


.Companies Arrange to Hire 


5000 Strikebreakers, While 
Police and Private Gaiede. 
Are Stationed Over Their 
Property.

_ CHICAGO, June 14.—What is said to 
be the greatest street car strike ever 
called in the United States began here 
at 4 o'clock this morning. Fourteen 
thousand persons were thrown out of 
employment, 1!310 miles of single ele- 
vated and surface track rendered idle, 
and a burden thrown on steam roads, 
automobiles, vans and other vehicles 
which they were able to meet only in 
small part. 

For four hours not a car moved. 
Then a South Side elevated train, car- 
rying but few passengers, made a 


tound trip as atest. As a result it was 
announced that an attempt would be 
made to.run trains with strike-breakers 


‘end guards every 15 minutes. The sur- 


face lines made no attempt to work. 


Demands of the Men 
The strike is an eventuality for which 


street car and elevated employes have 
been preparing for three years. At the 
time the contract which has just ex- 
pired was signed, three years ago, the 
employes were dissatisfied. They had 
submitted their differences to arbitra- 
tion, and the arbiters had found against 
therm. 

The surface employes asked that their 
wages be increased to a minimum of 3 
cénts an hour for the first year and 3g | The 
cents an hour for two years thereafter. 
Under their old contract they received 
@ graduated scale of from 23 to 32 cents 
an hour, covering a period of five years’ 
employment with the companies. 

The elevated employes were receiving 


‘2 to % cents an hour covering a period 


of employment of five years. They de- 
manded a scale of % to 38 cents an 
hour. Both surface and elevated em- 
ployes demanded improved working 
conditions, especially regarding hours 
of rest. 

Last week Leonard A. Busby, presi- 
dent of the surface company, met the 
employes with an offer of silght in- 
creases in wages for ‘‘green’’ men. He 


offered to raise the minimum from 2 


to 2% cents an hour for the first year of 
a three-year contract period and to % 
cents for the third year. No increase 
fn the maximum wage, 32 cents an hour, 
was offered. Officials of the elevated 
companies tendered +.a slight increase 
to about 3 per cent of the carmen. Sur- 
face and elevated men rejected the of- 


| fers promptly. 


Policemen and private guards were 
stationed over all company property, 
Yyut no disorder was reported. 

The.tie-up in one way or another af- 


- fected every branch of the city’s acti- 


vilies. 

The steam railroads put on extra 
trains and extra coaches,, but were 
swamped with business. Lines of per 
eons waiting to get through the turn- 
stiles stretched for blocks away from 
the stations and thousands walked to 
their work. 

A car load of striae-Dreakers was re- 
ported to have arrived secretly from 
Cincinnati. It was stated that no at- 
tempt would be made to run. surface 
cars for several days. 

It was the first time in a generation 
that all street car service in Chicago 
was completely tied up. The men 
cheered as they left their cars. 

Approximately 38,000,400 fares are col- 
lected on the two electric systems daily.

strike is 14,000. | 
The'strike was caused by 
the refusal of the companies to 
grant wage increases and improved 
working conditions, especially in re- 
gard to hours of rest. 

Under a contract signed three 
years ago the surface employes 
were receiving a graduated wage 
scale, with the minimum at 23 cents 
an hour and the maximum at 32 
cents. The maximum was paid only 
after five years’ service. They de- 
manded 33 cents for the first year 
and 36 cents thereafter. 

The elevated employes were re- 
ceiving 22 to 34 cents an hour. 
They demanded 25 to 38 cents. 

The old contracts expired May 31. 
Both companies offered a slight in- 


crease in the mimimum scale, which 
was rejected. 

The companies contended they 
could not grant the increases asked 
because they could not afford it. 
The employes suggested that the 
companies thrown their financial 
condition open to inspection, but 
this was refused. As a last resort, 
the ocmpanies proposed an arbitra- 
tion committee, but the employes 
refused this because they were 
rule@ against three years ago in 
similar proceedings and never had 
been satisfied with the contracts 
signed at that time.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 14.—Solicitor 
Dorsey, arguing! today before Gov. Sla- 
ton against Leo M. «trank’s application 
for commutation of his death sentence. 
declared that even if the testimony of 
James Conley, the negro factory sweep- 
er, were eliminated, Frank had been 
proved guilty of Mary Phagan’s mur- 
der by the testimony of other witnesses 

at the trial. 

Dorsey sought to show by the record 
that Frank had a fair trial; that the ev- 
idence proved that Frank and not Con- 
ley, committed the murder and that the 
trial Judge was sufficiently convinced 
of Frank’s guilt to refuse him a ngw 
trial. 

In reviewing the record the solicitor 
cited alleged contradictions in Frank’s 
testimony before the Coroner, and his 
statement at the trial. He said that the 
record showed Frank never accused 
Conley of connection with the murder 
until after the negro was arrested.

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RILLCULLIN CASE 
MAY BE UPSET BY 
TECHNICAL POINT 


Counsel for. Ex-Deputy Sheriff 
Accused of Embezzlement Files 
a Demurrer to Indictment. 


The trial of Thomas Kilcullin, 2715 
Madison street, a former Deputy Sheriff, 
accused ef embezzlement in office, was 
halted in Judge Cave’s division of the 
Criminal Court this morning by a de- 
murrer to the indictment. While the 
matter was passed over until Wednes- 
attorneys in the courtroom were 
of the opinion the demurrer would be 
sustained. Circuit Attorney Harvey in- 
dicated that in such case the grand jury 
would return a new indictment. 

Kilcullin was a deputy under Sheriff 
Dieckmann. His duty was to collect 
judgments awarded by the courts and 
turn the money over to the proper per- 
sons. The indictment accuses him of 
embezzling an aggregate of $4714.50 in 
seven separate instances and the em- 
bezzlements are alleged as having been 
made from the persons for whom the 
money was collected. 

Kilcullin’s attorney, Charles A. Houts 
demurred on the sxround that seven of- 
fenses are alleged in one count. He 
argued that seven separate offenses 
should have been alleged. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Bishop asked = until 
Wednesday to study the matter and this 
time was granted. 

The Circuit Attorney intimated that ir 
it should be necessary to ask for the re- 
indictment of Kilcullin the new charge 
would be that the inoney was embezzled 
from Sheriff Dickmann, as bailee, and 
not from the individuals to whom it 
had been awarded.

AS GREAT FLAG 19 
PRESENTED 10 GITY 


Three Cheers Are Given for Em- 
blem Given by the Million 
Population Club. 


This is the second day of a two-day 
observance of Flag Day, and it was 
kept in the public schoois and on the 
streets, by patriotic exercises and a 
general display of flags. 

What is said to be the biggest Ameri- 


can flag in the world, 78 feet wide and 
150 feet long, was presented to the city 
by the Million Population Club at exer- 
cises held on the lawn between the city 
hall and the municipal courts building. 
This is the same flag which has been 
used in previous flag-day celebrations 
by the Million Population Club. 

Every person in the assemblage, and 
it was estimated there were about 2000, 
bared head when the exercises began at 
9:15 a. m. 

Wind Too Strong to Unfurl Fiag. 

The big flag previously had _ =§ been 
stretched on the east wall of the mu- 
nicipal courts building. The flag was as 
tall as the building and almost as long. 
It had been planned to stretch it be- 
tween the two buildings, but the wind 
was too strong. 

Postmaster Selph, on behalf of the 
Million Population Club, presented the 
flag to Edward. Hidden, chairman of 
the Flag Day Committee, appointed by 
Mayor Kiel. Hidden, in presenting the 
flag to Mayor Klel, said: 

“We pledge to our flag and the re- 
public for which it stands, one nation 
indivisible, with liberty and justice to 
all.’’ 

The assemblage, facing the flag, gave 
three cheers, after which Mayor hiel 
announced he was giad to accept the 
flag in behalf of the city and promised 
that it would be used on every possible 
occasion. 

At the end of the ceremony a driz- 
zling rain began falling. A large part 
of the crowd took shelter beneath the 
big flag, which had been stretched so 
that the bottom of it was about 380 feet 
from the building line.

MAN MADE PRISONER BY LIVE 
WIRES THAT FELL IN STORM 


Isolated for Nearly an Hour, Until 
Current Was Cut Off— 
Mule Killed. 


Several persons had a thriliing experi- 
ence with fallen wires at Gus Hollen- 
burg’s farm on the Fee Fee road, near 
Vigus, in yesterday’s storm. Rob- 
ert Ruhl and members of his 
family were on their way to serv- 
ices at the German Lutheran Church at 
Maryland Heights, when Ruhl ‘noticed 
that Kinloch telephone and electric light 
wires were down on one side and the 
feel wires of the United Railways were 
down on the other. 

Ruhl attempted to turn out of the road 
into Hollenberg’s farm. One of his 
team of mules stepped upon a live wire 
and was instantly killed. The other, 
which was unshod, stepped on the sams. 
wire but was not seriously hurt. 

Hollenberg, who had started to Ruhl’s 
assistance, found himself entrapped by 
a second fall of wires, which shut him 
in on every side. The wires snappdd 
and flashed all around him and he was 
compelled to remain in his isolation for 
upwards of an hour before the currents 
had been shut off sufficiently to allow 
him to escape.

tutes a violation of international law;

“The present feeling here finds it roots 
in that erroneous state of mind which 
permeates all classes, contributing tv 
the mischief between the two countries. 


Moral and Political Loss. 


“We cannot expect that neutrals will 
waive such rights or permit their be- 
ing ignored. I have lost many friends 
because I insisted that the sinking of 
the Lusitania was a political mistake, 
quite aside from the humanitarian 
standpoint. 

‘Tt is my opinion that whatever mili- 
tary advantage might have been gained 
through it is not to be compared with 
what we have lost morally and politic- 
eily. Through it the present situation 
has been precipitated. 

“Now the question should be asked 
whether what we would lose in a break 
with America wouldn't ce far greater 


han the gains through a continuance 
f a policy of submarinism."’

Relief Piainly Visible. 
Speculation now, knowing that Presi-

His resignation at this moment is gen-

NOT IN AGCORD ON 
~ PRESIDENT'S NOTE 


Division Arises Over Question 
of Modification of Germany’s 
Submarine Warfare. 


BERLIN, June l4.—Berlin papers gen- 
erally comment more or less extended'v 
on the American note. While there is 
a general disposition to recognize its 
friendly tone and the fact that it makes 
further negotiations possible, the press 
is divided, roughly, into two parties. 
One appears disposed to favor negotla- 
tions looking into a compromise on a 
new basis, while the other, by implica- 
tion or by direct expression, opposes 
any devarture from the course hereto- 
fore followed. 

The Taegliche Rundshau, which de- 
clares that, while the note seeks a way 
to compromise, it seeks it along lines 
“which must result to the disadvantaga 
of Germany. The friendly tone we ac- 
knowledge, but the declaration that the 
sinking of the Lusitania was unparal- 
leled in modern warfare seems opposed 
to the character of upright friendship.’ 
The Rundshau defends the sinking of 
the Lusitania, and declares: “And the 
watchword is, ‘the torpedoing will go 
°° 

The Kreus Zeitung emphasizes Ger- 
many’s right to prevent the shipmert 
of ammunition to an enemy by every 
means. It also is unable to see what 
England can offer in return for the 
abandonment of the submarine cam- 
paign, ‘‘since the plan to starve Ger- 
many hag finally failed.”’ 


Von Reventlow Criticises Note. 
Count von Reventlow, in the Tages 


Zeitung, says: “If President Wilson 
persists in his refusal to recognize the 
German declaration of a war zone, wa 
are not able to conceive of an agree- 
ment or even a real understanding. 

“President Wilson brushes aside with 
a light gesture the chief part of thw 
German note as untmportant. When 
President Wilson appeals for morality 
and human rights, let him/extend there 
noble motives first to American muni- 
tions. Germany cannot, abandon the 
use of her best implement\of war mere- 
ly in order that Americans may sail 
the war zone on British “ships.” 

The Morgen Post says: ‘The note is 
filled with tones of heartiness and 
friendliness, and seeks to open and 
smooth the way for further negotia- 
tions. The offer to mediate between 
Germany and Great Britain will un- 
questionably be gladly accepted by the 
German Government, and if mediation 
fails it will be Great Britain’s fault.’’ 

The Tageblatt says: ‘It cannot be 
seen why the German Government 
should not be able to enter into a dis- 
cussion with the American Government 
concerning another kind and manner o? 
naval warfare. The German people 
now, as before, lay great weight on ua- 
disturbed relations with the United 
States, whose wars of liberation they 
once joyfully greeted and within whose 
borders millions of Germans have found 
new homes. The earnest character of 
the note may not be overlooked, but it 
contains nothing which even indirectly 
can be looked upon as an ultimatum.” 

Die Post ig*dissatisfied, saying: ‘“‘The 
note sails the old course and demands 
the cessation of our submarine cam- 
paign and again emphasizes the re- 
markable special right of American citi- 
zens to voyage through a war gone as 
passengers on ships belonging to bellig- 
erent Powers."" The newspaper says 
that the “Anglo-American” demand that 
submarine warfare be stopped “‘lies out- 
sidc the scope of practical discussiens.’’ 

Berlin newspapers generally profess 
inability to understand the motives 
prompting William Jennings Bryan to 
retire from the post of Secretary o 
State. = 

The Morgen Post says: ‘‘The former 
Secretary seems to have less confidence 
than we in the honest desire of the 
American Government to arrive at a 
}eaceful compromise with us. Mr. Bry- 
sn is convinced that President Wilso: 
and his Government finally will appeal 
to force. We are not now disposed tu 
believe this, but will await events.” 

The Boersen Zeitung says: ‘Bryan's 
resignation has been interpreted as indi- 
cating that the note would be rather 
blunt, which, however, in nowise is the 
case. If, therefore, Bryan desires to 
be the representative of peaceful efforts 
in opposition to the jingoistic tendency 
of the American Government, we really 
do not know on what ground he will 
base his assertion.’’ It terms Bryan's 
proclamation to the people even harder 
to understand than is his resignation. 

The Tageblatt suspects that practical 
political differences played a part in the 
resignation of the Secretary. 

The Reichsbote, commenting on the 
American note, says: ‘‘Either the tone 
was subdued following Bryan's sensa- 
tional resignation or Bryan desired to 
take advantage of an opportunity to es- 
cape easily from a situation which no 
longer was pleasant.'’

LAID IN AMERICA 


Witnesses at Calcutta Tell of 
Plans for Conspiracy Which 
- Were Frustrated. 


Correspondence of the Associate’ Press. 

CALCUTTA, May 15.—The full story of 
a carefully planned effort to effect a 
revolution in British India, hatched, it 
is said, in California, has been revealed 
in detail in court proceedings under the 
new defense-of-India act, at Lahore. 
Bighty-one persons were named in the 
indictment, charged with conspiracy to 
wage war against his majesty and to 
overthrow by force the lawful Gov- 
ernment of India.” 

The attempt at revolution was 
launched, according to the witnesses, at 
a meeting of 5000 or 6000 East Indians 
at Sacramento, in August, 1914. “It 
was thought,” declared one witness, 
who was present at this meeting ‘that, 
as a great war had broken out in 
Hurope, and troops from India were 
serving in this war, it was a good 
chance for East Indians to demand their 
rights and, if necessary, to use force, 
The witness was one of a party of 70 
Indians who sailed from San Francisco 
on Aug. 29 for Hongkong, en route for 
India. 


Meetings in Sacramento. 
The Sacramento meeting was one of 


a number held at various places in 
America, after the failure of the at- 
tempt of Curdit Singh to obtain the 
entry of 400 East Indian laborers to 
Vancouver, contrary to law, and their 
return to the East. 

Har Dayal, a former Oxford student, 
who lived for many years in San Fran- 
cisco, and is said to be now in Switzer- 
land, was mentioned in the tesjimony. 
One of the accused, who turned State’s 
evidence, testified that he was working 
as a mechanical engineer in St. John, 
N. S., with other Indians, and that Har 
Dayal, at their suggestion, went to St. 
John and lectured in various places to 
his fellow Indians on liberty and loyal- 
ty, and collected money to start a rev- 
olutionary paper called the Cader. 

Following the arrival at Hongkong of 
the party of Indians which sailed from 
San Francisco, Aug. 2 last, parties of 
Indians, it is declared, went to various 
ports of the far East, with a view to 
seditious propaganda among the In- 
dians. They were active among the In- 
dian Sepoys at Hengkong and instigat- 
ed the nearly successful mutiny at Siga 
en Feb. 15. The leaders obtained con- 
siderable assistance, it was testified, 
from German sources. 

The witnesses gave details of the ac- 
tivity of the ringleaders after reaching 
the Punjab, and of efforts to seduce the 
Indian troops in Lahore, Umballa, Mee- 
rut and other cantonments. A general 
rising in the Punjab, the united prov- 
inces and the northwest frontier prov- 
ince was fixed for Feb. 21, one of its 
features to be an attack on the Lahore 
cantonment arsenal. Emissaries were 
sent in all directions, but on Feb. 19 
suspicion fell on one, Kirpal Singh. A 
party of the conspirators was surround- 
ed at a house in Lahore and the con- 
spiracy was frustrated.

BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


Bombs Were Dropped Mile From Bank of 
England on Night of May 31—4 Persons 
Were Killed, 70 Hurt. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 1.—Four persons killed 
and nearly 70 treated at hospitals, of 
whom 10 probably will die, was the har- 
vest of last night’s Zeppelin excursion t» 
London. Police reports show that about 
90 bombs, were dropped, but the num- 
ber of aircraft which took part in the 
excursion cannot be learned definitely. 
Some persons say there were four Zep- 
pelins, traveling at great height, but ap- 
parently they separated when they 
reached London, because most specta- 
tors saw only one. 

The Government has permitted the 
foreign correspondents to cable and the 
newspapers to publish only brief official] 
bulletins. The reason for attempting to 
maintain secrecy is that Admiralty offi- 
cials doubt whether the Germans knew 
their exact position when they dropped 
their missiles, and definite information 
on that point would help the next air 
squadron on the same errand to lay its 
course. 

The raid fell short badly on the spec- 
tacular side. Reports of guns or of 
bombs, occasional flashes and the whirr 
of propellers caused some excitement in 
a certain section of London, but the in- 
habitants of the rest of its 699 square 
miles came home from the theaters and 
picture shows and slept undisturbed to 
learn nothing of the fulfillment of the 
long-expected raid until they opened 
their morning papers. 


Three Miles From Palace. 
While the German wireless report says 
that bombs were dropped on the docks, 
the fact is that none came within half 
a mile of the water front. One air raider 
was within a mile of the Bank of En- 
giand and less than three miles from 
Buckingham Palace, Westminster Abbey 
and the Parliament houses and other 
Government buildings. 

Their course must have brought them 
within two or three miles of Woolwhich 
arsenal, where great quantities of mu- 
nitions are being made, and of the 
famous old naval observatory and 
school at Greenwich, both of them 
beside the Thames. 

The swelling of rumor during the day 
before the official bulletin was issued 
demonstrated the value of newspapers. 


|As the story of the raid passed from 


man to man on the streets, in public 
houses and street cars, {t grew amaz- 
ingly. Several hundred had been killed, 
churches destroyed, a theater audience 
massacred, and hundreds of fires start- 
ed. The facts were in the newspaper 
offices and columns of proofs with 
many photographs were sent to the 
censor bureau, but the papers were 
muzzled. 

The German air raiders apparently 
reached land at Leigh-on-Sea which is 
within two miles of South End. Here 
they dropped five bombs at 0:30 p. m., 


but did little damage as the explosions 


fell on the open towns. They were next 
reported over Brentwood and from this 


town easily reached North London, only! 


a few minutes flight away. Stratford, 
known as a suburb, but which is wel: 
within the metropolis, was the subject 
of their attentions, but little property 
damage was done here, the bombs fall- 
ing on waste land. 

Raiders Over Ratlroad. 

The raiders then continued their flight 
until they were over Dalaston Junction, 
a very important railway junction, wita 
a heavy night traffic of freight trains 
which necessitates many signal lights 
Instead of striking the railroad lines. 
most of the bombs fell in a marsh. 

Swinging more to the east, the raid- 
ers scattered bombs over Shoreditch, 
which is on the edge of the city of 
London, and it was here that they ac- 
complished the greatest damage to life 
and property, setting fire to several 
private residences and shops and kill- 
ing four people and injuring many oth- 
ers. 

An incendiary bomb bounced from the 
roof of the Shoreditch Empire music 
hall, leaving the place virtually un- 
scathed, but causing a panic in the 
theater audience, a small house stand- 
ing near the theater was burned, ap- 
parently, by the bombs, which bounded 
from the roof.

With its great vats of spirits and its 
storerooms filled with case goods, it 
might have proven an easy victim for 
an incendiary bomb, but the lone bomb 
which struck the place went through a4 
galvanized iron roof into a deep tank 
filled with water. 


Some Bombs Recovered. 
Most of the bombs used in this neigh- 


borhood were of the incendiary type 
and a few which did not explode have 
been recovered. These are filled with 
tarred hemp soaked in coal oil. But evi- 
dence has been found showing that 
gome of the shrapnel bombs of the 
type carried by an aeroplane were used. 

The inhabitants of the sium regions 
where the bombs fell were in an ugly 
mood and many Germans had to be 
rushed to the police stations for pro- 
tection. Two shops owned by Ruasian 
Jews were attacked by the crowd in 
the belief that the owners were Ger- 
mans. 

This morning the only sign of a pur- 
suit of the raiders was found in the 
mud flats off Leigh-on where an 
English aeroplane was stuck fast in the 
mud after being compelled to descend 
on account of engine troubles.

Jackson was taken 
to the police station, and Johnson was 
later arrested. At the station Jackson 
said he and Johnson had driven the 
machine away from Waldheim’s resi- 
dence and taken Berry’s sisters riding 
in it earlier in the evening. 

The police say the negroes confessed 
to taking a machine from Twenty-first 
and Locust streets, belonging to Jordan 
W. Lambert, on May 7, and another on 
October, 1914, belonging to George Brink- 
ham, from in front of his residence, 38 
South Euclid avenue. The machines 
were recovered. 

The negroes said they had used the 
autos for joyriding. A warrant will be

With the object of obtaining regular 
and sufficient supplies of meat for the 
allies’ armies the Board of Trade, which 
in England is as much a part of the 
Government as the War Office or the 
Admiralty, has requisitioned the entirs 
refrigerator space in all the steamships 
trading between the United Kingdo 1 
and Australia, New Zealand and South 
American ports from which .beef is 
shipped. 

Special instructions have been issued 
that all steamships carrying beef are 
to be expedited in unloading, so they 
may enter at once upon a return voyage 
for more meat. 


Bread Price Doubled. 

‘The price of bread has practically 
doubled since the beginning of the war. 
The 9-pence loaf.or quartern is al- 
ready being sold in practically all En- 
giand. This loaf weighs about four 
pounds and must be sold by weight. 
This is equal to about 18 cents for 
four pounds of bread in Americas 
money. The rise in the price of bread 
in London has been as follows: August, 
11 cents; December, 13 cenfs; January, 
15 cents, February, 16 cents; April 17 
cents, and May 18 cents. The 18-cent 
loaf really has been in existence for the 
past month in London and for a month 
previous was sold in the smaller towns. 

According to figures furnished by the 
London Board of Trade it would appear 
that certain articles of food have in- 
creased much more in England than in 
either Berlin or Vienna. A comparison 
of the increase in the same articles in 
the various cities is as follows:

As 
to a host of commodities, the mystery 
of trade is a humbug. It is possible 
for a.nation, whenever it chooses to do 
so, to use its own products for its own 
benefit and as to foreign products to 
bring them in and to distribute them 
rationally.’”’ 

With the continued rise in prices the 
Government officials are giving con- 
sideration to the question and through 
the newspapers are advising the people , 
to economize in every possible way. 
Several néwspapers Wave printed ‘‘sub- 
stitutes for meat,” and among those 
offered is the bulletin of the United 
States Department of Agriculture rec- 
ommending cheese as a wholesome sub- 
stitute for meat and giving a number 
of ways of cooking it. 

United States Blamed. 

There is' a disposition on the part 
of the public to blame the United 
States as primarily guilty of forcing 
up the price of bacon, which consti- 
tutes the breakfast of probably nine- 
tenths of the population. During the 
last 10 years the price of bacon has 
increased nearly 100 per cent in En- 
gland, and this is the explanation the 
butchers and pork merchants give. 

About 30 years ago, chey say, the 
United States, which had become a 
great corn-growing Country, began un- 
leading enormous quantities of cheap 
bacon on England. The American bacon 
at first badly cured, arriving in a 
wet and soft condition, but the curing 
was improved as tims went on, and the 
American bacon gradua'ly forced the 
Pritish variety off the tables of even 
the comparatively well to do. The En- 
glish pig breeders were hit a stagger- 
ing blow by this imported bacon and 
subjected to harassing restrictions as to 
the keeping of pigs. As a result the 
pig population of the British Isles was 
reduced more than one-nalf within a 
few years. There was no complaint 
at the time a sthe influx of cheap 
American baton continucd, but after 
the pig-raising business had been ruined 
the Americans withdrew cheap bacon 
from the English market, and now ev- 
ery one is dependent upon the restricted 
American supply, a depltted home sup- 
rly and what can be gotten from Con- 
tenental Europe.

Their ex- 
penses are higher than ever and they 
find the housewives all bent on econ- 
omy. A dairyman who for more than 
30 years has served customers in an 
exclusive residential district said: 

“I serve my customers in ordinary 
times two or three times a day. Now 
I find that once a day is enough. For; 
merly all of them had cream served 
once or twice a day. Since the war be- 
gan they take cream only two or three 
times a week, and they have cut down 
on the amount of butter and eggs.” 

Poultry Scarce. 

Many causes have contributed to the 
shomage of poultry. Market salesmen 
advertise for spring chickens, for which, 
if of 2% pounds weight, they are willing 
to pay 3 cents a pound These in turn 
are sold at the rate of about 50 cents 
per pound. There is quite a supply 
of squab chickens, as the farmers kill 
as.-quickly as possible, fearing the ever- 
increasing cost of feeding. Surrey and 
Sussex fowls, for which there is a pref- 
erence, are reduced to about one-quarter 
of the usual supply. It does not pay 
the poultry farmers to fatten Irisn 
chickens in England because of the high 
price of feed. Chickens sell in Ireland 
at from $1 to $1.25 each. 

Fish is expensive, too. The supply is 
far below that of ordinary years, owing 
to the fact that practically all of the 
trawlers have joined the mine sweeping 
or patrol work for the Admiralty. 

Suggestion has been made that rice 
be mixed in the proportion of one-fourth 
with all wheaten flour, reducing the 
cost of the loaf. Rice, however, has ad- 
venced some 43.8 per cert in price—less 
than one-half that of white flour. 

England can expect little or no relief 
from the present high urice of wheat 
until the opening of the Dardanelles. 
When this is accomplished it will re- 
lease an enormous amount of Russian 
Wheat and other supplies which now 
have no outlet. 

Steps are being taken now by the 
military authorities to curtail, or at 
least prevent, the great waste of food 
by the army. Under ordinary condi- 
tions a great rise in prices checks con- 
sumption, but up to the present time 
there has been no reduction in consump- 
tion. 

Even with the great advance in the 
prices of food it is possible to obtain 
better meals at the hotels and restau- 
rants in London at a cheaper price than 
can be obtained in New York or any 
other sacle — city.

“Peace Missiont Nonsense.” 

I went abroad on Jan. 30 on the Lusi- 
tania simply because I usually do go 
abroad at about that time every year,” 
he said. “I didn't go at the request of 
President Wilson and the report that I 
went on a peace mission for this coun- 
try was the biggest piece of nonsense 
ever sent out.”’ 

The Colonel, who spent three weeks in 
London, during which time he conferred 
with Sir Edward Grey, Lord Kitchener 
and Premier Asquith, was asked if he 
had any evidence of a concerted move- 
ment in England to force this country 
into war with Germany. 

“Opinion differs on that question,’’ he 
replied. “‘A great many Englishmen 
seem to think it would be a bad thing 
for the allies to have the United States 
mixed up in the war.” 

Col. House said that so far as he was 
able to observe there was no feeling in 
England that President Wilson’s notes 
to Germany lacked firmness. 

“Tl was greeted most cordially in En- 


From London Col. House went to 
Paris, where he talked with President 
Poincare and Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Delcasse. Asked about conditions in 
France as regards the war situation, 
Col. House replied evasively: 

“I saw and heard nothing I shouldn't 
have seen or heard.” 

After a few weeks in Paris the Texan 
went to Berlin, where he was the guest 
of Ambassador Gerard. He also met and 
conferred often with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Von Jagow and Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs Zimmerman. 
Zimmerman, Col. House believes, is 
“one of the strongest men in Germany.” 
“There appears to be no lack of food 
in Germany,” he added in answer to 
a question, ‘‘and the same appears to be 
true of munitions of war.’’

methods used by Oscar L. Smith, Chilli- 
cothe lawyer and real estate dealer, now 
under arrest in Philadelphia on a charg 
of defrauding one of his clients here, 
Are revealed in a letter which Miss Sa- 
die Ulmer, the original complainant, re- 
ceived lately from him. Miss Ulmer was 
the first of several women—seven others 
are now known—to discover that they 
had .probably lost all the money they 
had intrusted to Smith. Her loss is 
$3000, and the total losses of the others 
are nearly $37,000. 

In his letter to Miss Ulmer, which was 
written from St. Louis, Smith said he 
would pay her what he owed her,\if suf- 
ficient time were given him. He added: 

“I well know that you can send me tv 
the penitentiary on this statement, but I 
am making it. anyway. I have suicide 
between me and the penitentiary. My 
mind is fully made up on that point. 

Copied Loans. 

“I determined to copy loans from the 
County Recorder’s office and negotiate 
them as good loans, with the hope that 
I could pay the interest from year to 
year and be better fixed to take them 
up when they matured. This is what I 
did. I was taking desperate chances, 
but it was included in the plan to never 
say die. Strange to say, some of these 
loans were put up at the bank as col- 
lateral security-for the notes_of the hold- 
ers. That nearly scared the life out of 
me. They went through, and when 
they matured I took them up and no 
one was the wiser for it. Every loan 
you ever owned was a pure invention.”’ 

Business Men Trusted Him. 

In addition to the complaints against 
Smith which have been made public, 
Prosecuting Attorney Marshall of Liv- 
ingscon County believes there are other 
losers who are keeping quiet, having 
decided not to make their losses known. 
Several business men have said that 
they had such confidence in Smith that 
he could have obtained money from 
‘hem, if he had asked them for it. 

Mrs. Luther Broaddus, a widow, for- 
merly of Chillocothe, now of San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., says she intrusted $23,000, 
all her possessions, to Smith, and that 
he regularly paid her $110 a month 
“interest.”” When she came here, a few 
days ago, to see about collecting some 
of the principal, Smith promised her the 
money, then left, mailing her his note 
for $18,000. She does not expect to real- 
ize enough from the note to take her 
back to California. 

Misses Anna and Mary Broaddus joint- 
ly invested $2300 with Smith; Miss Mary 
Wall, $1100; Miss Ella Casey, a teacher, 
$1200, and Mrs. John McBride, a mail 
earrier’s wife, $900. Miss Helen Dodge 
of Chula, Mo., says she purchased mort- 
gage loans amounting to $9000 from 
Smith. 


Reognest Cause of Departure. 
Mrs. Broaddus’ request for her money 


is thought to have been the immediate 
cause of Smith’s departure. Before go- 
ing, he called up some of hf® clients, in- 
cluding Miss Ulmer, and told them he 
wished to take up their notes. 

in opposite direc- A few hours before his departure, 
Smith pitched horseshoes with a neigh- 
bor on his lawn, but said nothing about 
his plans. He took his wife and two 
children with him to St. Louis, going 
thence to Philadelphia, 

Smith’s acquaintances here cannot 
explain where the money went, unless 
in speculation. Smith had a fine house, 
but lived frugally, and dressed rather 
carelessly. 


Had Counterfeit Seal. 
His method of operation, which was 


partly outlined in his letter to Miss 
Ulmer, appears to have been to copy 
mortgages on file in the County Record- 
er’s office, using regular blanks, and 
stamping them with a counterfeit of the 
Recorder’s seal. The. accompanying 
notes he would forge, and he would 
then indorse the mortgages and notes to 
his clients. So long as he kept the in- 
terest paid it did not occur to anyone 
to look up the mortgages in the Record- 
er’s office. 

In some cases he sold’real mort- 
gages, and when the principal was paid 
he would have a forged note entered on 
the record and would leave the original 
note in possession of his client, who 
would go on receiving interest from 
him.

Bryan's “Resignation. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I differ radically from the views expressed by 
the majority of our American editors about Mr. 
Bryan’s purpose in retiring from Mr. Wilson’s 
Cabinet. I have never been a Bryan partisan in 
the past but now I must acknowledge that this is 
the greatest act of his entire career. 

Far from looking on it as prompted by selfish 


_motives, I believe it to be an act of supreme self 


sacrifice. With his long experience in public 
life he could not fail to know the storm of ridi- 
cule and criticism that his action would provoke 
and that it would entirely destroy. his political 
future and render impossible the realization of 
his most cherished ambition. Yet to save his 
country from a course which might lead to war, 
he deliberately sacrificed himself in order to 
shock his fellow countrymen and the citizens of 
ether countries from their mental attitude. to- 
Wards war and peace. And in a measure he has 
succeeded and there is a distinct relaxation of 
the pressure towards war, not only here but all 
over the world. 
Such an act requires the highest kind of moral 
courage, unselfish devotion to his own country 
and love of humanity. 
The fact that it has raised a hue and cry 
against him rather confirms and strengthens me 
in this belief. The great unthinking majority are 
always ready to crucify those who try to save 
it from its own follies. 
In a world gone mad with war Mr. Bryan has 
sounded the first strong note of peace and it has 
rung around the world and I predict that his act 
will be remembered in history long after the 
(present insanity will have passed into oblivion. 
The words of Lowell are still true: 
Once to every man and nation 
Comes the moment to decide 

In the strife of truth and falsehood, 
For the good or evil side. 

Some great cause, God’s new Messiah, 
Bringing each the bloom or blight, 

Parts the goats upon the left hand, 
“the sheep upon the right,

| A conference of Mexican leaders is proposed by

Carranza informs Washington that he has 
planned to call an election. He pledges his 


| recognition to whoever is chosen in the election to 


head the Government and promises to turn over 
to him his military and other resources. The loss 
of his ablest general, Obregon, leaves him handi- 
caped by that much for continuing the war. 

It would be easy to exaggerate the importance 
of the revolutionary leaders’ new attitude. They 
may be only maneuvering for position or beguiling 
Washington with fair words to cause delay. 

But, whatever the sincerity with which Carranza 
and Villa are supporting the peace movement, the 
prospect for a restoration of settled conditions in 
Mexico is undoubtedly brighter than it has been 
since Madero was murdered, two years ago last 
February. 

The furious resentments caused by the crime 
have had a chance to cool. All Mexico is as 
wearied of war as all Europe will be a few months 
from now. The original differences that caused 
the factionalists “to turn their arms against one 
another” seem less important when starvation 
impends for hundreds of thousands. 

Under the circumstances the bandit chief posing 
as a revolutionary patriot who attaches himself 
to a peace movement is taking hazards unless he 
is e™Meere. For a peace movement, once started, 
would take on popularity and strength too rapid- 
ly to be misdirected or controlled in other ways 
by the leaders of insurrection. 

The revolutionists have always asserted that 
in the event of intervention they wil! quit fighting 
among themselves and unite to fight the United 
States. Let us hope that the mere threat to in- 
tervene will have the same effect. They can’t 
quit fighting among themselves too soon. 

Having fulfilled its first duty in bringing its 
distracted nearby neighbor back to ways of peace, 
the United States could take up with renewed hope 
and encouragement the duty of employing every 
influence to bring the war to a close across the sea.

$600. By June 1 the land along the railroad 


track was built up solidly for a mile and a half 
and factories, stores and galvanized barracks for 
workers lined a cross street for two miles. 


Narrow lots were selling by this time for $4000 


and leases of such lots were bringing $400 a month. 
Water mains were being laid. An electric road to 
the nearest large town was being built. Hopewell 


was conceded to have 17,000 population and cur- 


rent from a distant hydro-electric plant had been 
transmitted for the use of its citizens.

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SOCKS HEFL REFLECT 
SELLING AS THE 
MARKET CLOSES 


Active Shares Are Rather 
Sharply Depressed After a 
Firm Opening. 


By Leased hel pe From the New York 
f the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW Y RK, June 14.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“Decidedly the most important finan- 
cial incident of the day was the fall in 
exchange on London to a rate below 
any touched since the war began. To- 
day’s rate of 4.7713.16 for sight bills 
compares with 4.98% Saturday, and 
with a previous low level of 4.78, on May 
21. Apparently, this marks the ter- 
mination of London's second experiment 
for regulating the sterling market. The 
first was based on an effort to put up 
open market discount rates on Lom- 
bard street. It failed entirely to arrest 
the downward course of exchange. The 
recent attempt to stabilize the market, 
through occasional gold remittances 
from Ottawa, came next. This expe- 
dient barely supported sterling rates 
around their previous low level, and the 
weekly release of gold from the Bank 
of England's Canadian reserve had to 
be progressively increased to achieve 
the purpose. 

Canadian Reserve Is Low. 

“Now, however, the Ottawa reserve is 
apparently running low. Including $2,- 
60u,000 gold received from there today. 
New York has thus far got back §$70,- 
600,000 of the $102,300,000 sent from -here to 
Ottawa in the autumn. Assuming 
(what is not a certainty) that the new 
geid produced by Canada has all been 
taken into that reserve, there should be 
about $40,000,000 left in it. But three 
more weeks of shipments to New York 
as large as those of last week would 
more than exhaust the Ottawa supply. 

“London is therefore now confronted 
with two alternatives, to arrange for 
arother large transfer of gold from the 
Bank of France, with direct shipments 
from London to New York, or the es- 
tablishment, in whatever shape may be 
most feasible, the mucn-discussed New 
York credit, on which bills may be 
drawn without disturbance to the ster- 
ling market. It must frankly be con- 
fessed that the London banker's man- 
ner of handling their awkward problem 
has been in this sense Sieagporetns: 
that it has not indicated a sure and vig- 
oreus grappling with its difficulties. 

Stock Market Ig Weak. 

“It did not appear that this develop- 
ment of the day played an essential 
part in the weakness which arose on 
the Stock Hxchange in the afternoon. 
During half the day prices held strong 
and in the opening hour there were 
numerous advances of % to 1 point. 
When the latter market began to yield, 
Wall street produced the explanation 
that the vague talk of European peace 
negotiations, which the newspapers took 
up over Sunday, had disturbed the mar- 
ket for the war order stocks and had 
unsettled calculations generally. 

“For the sake of interests larger than 
the stock market or the war munition 
manufacturers, it might be wished that 
these rumors had some color of prob- 
ability, but everyone conversant with 
the Buropean situation knows that they 
had not. Whether this was or was no* 
the true reason for the reaction onthe’ 
Stock Exchange, it was Wall street's

the fact that the outside public, while 
apparently in an entirely receptive po-

Ranks Are Strong. 

“The combined statement of the re- 
sources and liabilities of all of the 12 
Federal reserve banks, given out yes- 
terday by the Reserve Board at Wash- 
ington, throws its sidelight on some 
remarkable facts in our economic sit- 
uation. Last week the cash reserve of 
these institutions increased $13,000,000 and 
poaaag gold holdings $3,700,000, with hardly 

increase in rediscounts or note cir- 
oad ation. Since April 1 the cash reserve 
has increased 000; rediscounts and 


outstanding Bee combined, only $6,-| 


. At the beginning of 19 the 
roportion of gold holdings to total lia- 
ilities was per cent; a month ago 

it was 94% +e cent; at the end of last 
week it was 98 per cent. 

“After sefting aside the legally r.- 
quired 46 per cent gold reserve against 
outstanding notes, the remaining cash 
reserve covers dollar for dollar all other 
‘outstanding liabilities. Such a showing 
means, on the one hand, that the facili- 
tied of the Federal Reserve system are 
at the moment practically untouched. 
But it also reflects the seemin ngly irre- 
sistible flow of the world’s gold, and of 
its spare capital in the direction of the 
United States. This is not the least un- 
expected among the economic results of 
the unprecedented financial situation 
which arose in the world at large last 
August.”

The first car of new crop wheat was 
auctioned off on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change today by P. P. Connor. ‘The 
wheat graded No. 8 red, and was 
shipped by Neely Bros. of Natchez, 
Miss. It was received here by Mor- 
The wheat was received here by Mor- 
ton & Co., and was purchased at 
‘$1.17%4 per bushel for the H. C. Cole 
Milling Co. of Chester, Hil. The ship- 
ment was said to be the first ever 
made from Louisiana to the St. Louis 
market. 


Wheat futures opened about %c higher 
on the Merchants’ Exchange today, 
then dropped to a level lc under Satur- 
day's closing’ figures.
